Army genetecists and other 
scientists decided more than 
two years ago that nothing 
beats the dog as a sensor.

There are many eonvifi- 


llons that any good bridge 
player should keep in his tool 
kit. One of these Is the two* 
club response to a no-trump 
o p e n i n g to see if the no* 
tr urn per holds a four-card 
major suit. This convention is 
called "Stayman" after Sam 
Stayman of New York, th« 
first to publicize it, but there 
are almost as many varia- 
tions as t h e r e are bridge 
players. 


We use our own form o< 


Stayman combined with our 
Jacoby transfer, and almost 
every good player in the worid 
employs some form of Stay- 
man also. 
, 
In other words, it is a good 


convention but, like all good 
conventions, it should not be 
used with every hand. 


In the Tri-State Regional at 


the famous Grossinger's Ho- 
tel In Liberty, N.Y., the mixed 
pairs event was won by Gil- 
bert and Doris Brown. Today's 
hand shows one of their good 
scores. Doris opened one no- 
trump and Gil saw no reason 
to look for a 4-4 major fit be- 
cause he had honors in every 
other suit. He just bid three 
no-trump and left Doris to 
struggle with it. 


Doris won the first trick 


with dummy's ace of heart* 
and promptly lost the dia- 
mond finesse. West led a sec- 
ond heart to her queen and 
she led the nine of clubs, cov- 
ered by the 10, queen and 
king. East couldn't lead an- 
other heart and shifted to the 
seven of spades. Doris played 
the queen and .was delighted 
to find 1one 'flWersii*thjit 
worked. She led the eight of 
clubs and lost that finesse to 
the jack, but it didn't matter. 
She w o u n d up with two 
spades, three hearts, two dia- 
monds and two clubs for a 
satisfactory nine tricks.

Diagnosis Doubt 
Removed by Biopsy

cSiicer of'the" lymph nodes? 
Does it ever affect other parts 
of the body?. 


A—Cancer of the lymph 


nodes is a characteristic of 
leukemia and Hodgkin's dis- 
ease. It may also arise from 
a cancer in another, but often 
adjacent, organ of the body. 
When a doctor feels hard, 
shotlike nymph nodes his sus- 
picions are aroused and, if 
there is any doubt about the 
diagnosis, a small piece of the 
lymph node is removed for 
microscopic e x a m i n a t i o n 
(biopsy). 


Q—Will eating charcoal- 


broiled steak cause cancer of 
the stomach? 


A—Although some reports 


have cast suspicion in this 
direction, no cause-and-effect 
relationship has been demon- 
strated. If such a relationship 
did exist it would come not 
from the charcoal but from 
flaming fat drippings. The 
ignition of such drippings can 
and should be prevented. 


Q—What i> a bassil cancer? 
A—I awume you are refer- 
ring to basal cell carcinoma. 
This is a slowly growing skm 
cancer that is not very malig- 
nant. Prompt, complete re- 
moval results in a cure, 


Q-What are the early symp; 
toms of cancer of the colon? 
What are the chances of Us 
being cured if it is discovered 
early?

A-C»ncer of the colon us- 
usually produces no early 
symptoms. Early detection is 
made by means of a routine 
checkup with the proctoscope 
and a fluorosQopie study with 
a barium enema. With im- 
proved methods of diagnosis 
and treatment, the outlook for 
a gure is getting better every 
year.

X rays? 


A—This would depend on the 
type and si?e of the tumor- 
Because some forms of cancer 
do not show up djrectly on X- 
ray films, § variety of tech* 
niques have been devised to 
reveal a suspected (§n<J some- 
times unsuspected) esneer.
